IN JACOMET S SCHEDULE. IT IS A MUCH MORE DIFFICULT 
TASK THAN PATCHING TOGETHER THE PIECES AFTER THE FRENCH 
SAY THEY ARE PULLING OUT. IF YOU ARE SUCCESSFUL, THE 
FRENCH LOSE NOTHING, INCLUDING THEIR "REPUTATION" AS 
RELIABLE NUCLEAR SUPPLIERS. 

2. FROM THE NON-PROLIFERATION VIEWPOINT (AND THE SPIRIT 
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OF THE GLENN AMENDMENT), PAKISTAN'S INITIATIVE TO 
SUSPEND (INDEFINITELY POSTPONE) WORK ON THE REPROCESSING 
PLANT IS THE BEST SOLUTION; PERHAPS THE ONLY SOLUTION 
FOR LONGTERM COMPLIANCE WITH THE GLENN AMENDMENT.

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NUCLEAR EXPORT POLICY, PRESIDENT GISCARD AND HIS MINI- 
STERS MADE THE DECISION TO MAKE ONE LAST ATTEMPT TO 
ENCOURAGE THE GOP TO WITHDRAW FROM FURTHER WORK 
AND, FAILING THAT, TO TELL THE GOP THAT FRANCE WOULD
